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The following is an exanniner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
considered does not disclose the use of the combination of the Instantly claimed acid 
number and the Hansch parameter in combination with the other claimed features nor 
does it suggest that the improvements discussed in the instant specification would be 
obtained by such a combination of parameters.
